In the midst o£ squalor, when he 


might have been enjoying the com- 
forts of life, there died ia Fort Wayne. 
Monday, aa eccentric character named 
Henry Louis Hamel. Although fee has 
lived in the Hoosier city tor a number 
o£ years, the Fort Wayne 
Sentinel 


says he came originally from Germany 
and first settled in this county. Among 
,the< older citizens asked concerning 
Hamel. none were able to recall him, 
but it is possible that somewhere in 
Allen, county,there taay be a few who 
•will recognize a, former resident ifora 
the folio-wing lucid description of him 
v/hich accompanies the account of his 
tleatti. The Sentinel gives the follow- 
ing story: 


Henry Louis Hamei, an eccentric 


character, who had been a familiar 
figure about the streets of this city 
for many years, was found dead in 
bed in his room, at the Hedekin house 
at 
4 o'clock 
Sunday 
afternoon, 
| Though possessed of some wealth 
i which he guarded jealously, Hamel 
died in. absolute squalor. The post- 
mortem examination conducted this 
morning by Dr. A. E. Van Buskirk, 
under the direction of Coroner Bar- 
nett, disclosed the tact that Hamel 
had 
been 
suffering 
slightly 
from 


pneumonia, and there were evidences 
of some intestinal inflammation. These 
together with the effects of starvation, 
had, 
in tho opinion of the physicians, 


; been responsible for his death. 


Hamel was a peculiar character and 


ihis life v,-as an exceedingly eccentric 
j one.

in which he had lived for the .past 
three years. Here he did what little 
cooking he esteemed necessary for 
Gis own existence, and no other person 
was ever permitted to enter the room 
for any purpose. It 
ha<3 been his 


custom to arise about 5 o'clock each 
morning', but Sunday morning he did 
not do so, and other' persons about 
the Hedekin house noted the unusual 
c.uietude about the room of the aged 
man. During the afternoon the land- 
lady. Mrs, Swaiclaer, notified the police 
and the officers broke in the door. 
Hamel's dead body lay upon the bed, 


and about Mia was the eherisbcJ 
wealth ho had hoarded for years.

Coroner Marriott WHS at once sum- 


' moneU, viewed the body, ordered its 
removal to the Peltier undertaking 
rooms acrt began an. examination ot 
the squalid sanoundingB. Tied in a 
bundle in an old coat which lay be- 
neath the body of the dead niau was 
a total of cash and bonds aggregating 
about $3,450.

Hamel's life was & strange one. 


He was 67 years of. a;-;e, born at Hum- 
bert, Hesso province, Germany, where 
inemhers Oi' his family, sai'l to be very 
wealthy, yet reside. It is believed 
Hamel had no relatives in America, 
His.nature was ahva.vs a peculiar one. 
and it is said years ago his family 
gave him his share of the estate, 
amounting to about -510,000. and sent 
liini to America because of his many 
eccentricties.
